j^Jberta Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive Leader Jason Kenney says 
the wheels are ia motion for 
his unite-the-right plan, with 
the gciil of a new piirty and an 
elected leader in place a year 
from itow^ 

“This is not written in stone 
(bojt) if there's any way that we 
can accelerate ttuit timeline. 
I'm all ears,** Kenney told repor¬ 
ters Sunday after he met with 
the Progressive Conservative 
board of directors. 

“1 w'ant us to go as quickly 
as we can ... but not jeopardize 
the unity project by speeding 
this up unnecessaiily." 

On Saturday he won 75 per 
cent of the vote in a delegated 
convention to become the new’ 
party leader on a platform to 


dissolve the PCs and merge 
with the fellow right-centre 
Wildrose party. 

Wildrose Leader Brian jean 
has aiready said he is in favour 
of joining forces if his members 
approve. Kenney also says any 
unity move must be approved 
in a referendum, although he 
declined Sunday to say xvhat 
percentage he believes would 
represent a vote to merge. 

The two leaders will meet 
Monday in Edmo^nton. 

Kenney says he doesn't an¬ 
ticipate running for a legisla¬ 
ture seat in the near future 
but will focus on working on 
a merger plan. 

Party president Katherine 
O'Neill called the rlosed-door 
meeting positive, with the 
board rallying behind Kenney, 

“You can tell around the 
table today that people want 
to work with our leader," said 
O'Neill. “‘There are a lot of un¬ 
answered questions still, but 
petjple w'ant to be at that table 
helping move us to next steps."

Yukon and Yoshi were just 
puppies when their mom frtjze 
to death in the midst of a cold 
snap last month. 

A field volunteer with the 
Humane Animal Rescue Team 
jHARr) found them dehydrat¬ 
ed, underweight, lethargic and 
suffering from frostbite. 

Thiinks to the team's quick 
work, the siblings are now 10 
weeks old and thriving. 

"They are cute as buttons 
and are going to have healthy 
lives that they wouldn't have 
had without a rescue group 
being available to help them,” 
said HARl' president and co- 
founder Lyndsay Tischer. 

HART launched in 2004, 
with a goal of rescuing dogs 
In rural and reserve areas near 
Edmonton, after people living 
and working in Maskwacis 
(formerly Hobbema) alerted 
them to a dire need in their 
community. 

Volunteers wrorked with 
elders and community mem¬ 
bers to get started, and they 
never take a dog without clear 
consent, Tischer said. 

“Because there w^ere no 
other resources at the time 
for a humane way to manage

the population of unwanted 
strays, we decided that was 
our focus area.* 

Since their work started, 
they've seen an “incredible 
reduction" in the number of 
strays in Maskwacis. 

H^VRT has a team of about 
50 core v'olunteers, includ¬ 
ing an adoption team, foster 
piirent recruiters, a medical 
team that workers with vet¬ 
erinary partners, and a fund¬ 
raising team. 


Since its inception, the or¬ 
ganization has rescued about 
1,500 dogs. Some, like Steffi, 
serve as “ambassadogs” to 
fight back against negative 
perceptions of rescue dogs as 
being problematic. 

Tischer tvas on a mission to 
collect a different rescue when 
Steffi jumped into the back of 
her SUV. Steffi was pregruint, 
almost bald, and turned out to 
be suffering from distemper 
- a serious viral disease that 


is often fatal. 

like Yukon and Yoshi, HART 
was able to turn Steffi's life 
around after extensive med¬ 
ical treatment. Weeks later, 
she gave birth to six healthy 
puppies.

Martin Atkinson has worked 
with Indigenous people on Ed¬ 
monton's streets for 16 years. 

.^nd the biggest probfem he 
sees today is a lack of afford¬ 
able housing, he said. 

"The need is very, very 
strong," said Atkinson, a 
housing support worker at 
.Ambrose Plate, an Indigen- 
ous-focused centre that heJps 
people transitioning out of 
homelessness. 

"We do need more housing. 
I don't think there is enough 
of it right now." 

So he's optimistic to see 
the province boost fjnds for 
affordable housing, particu¬ 
larly for Indigenous people 
moving off of reserves into 
cities or towns. 

"1 see a greater need, and 
we could always do more." 

The provincial budget 
tabled Jast week has the gov¬ 
ernment committing S120 
million to affordable housing 
for Indigenous people mov¬ 
ing off reserve into towns or 
cities. 

"We're working with the 
municipalities, rural or urban, 
to create plans and structures 
to move forvt^ard," Indigenous 
Relations Minister Richard 
Feehan said Thursday. 

Feehan said the number of 
Indigenous affordable homes 
earmarked for construction 
will vary^ as it'll depend on 
what communities need. 

"Some will want multiplex¬ 
es and others will want hous¬ 
ing that's different,'" he said. 

They could also accommo¬ 
date cultural practices, but 
that will again depend on 


what communities are look¬ 
ing to build. 

Atkinson said the need for 
housing is immense because 
many people who move to 
Edmonton fall through the 
cracks. 

"More Indigenous people 


are coming to the cities and 
more are becoming home¬ 
less,'* he said. “But they're 
not only homeless — we have 
to help with their addictions 
and mental health." 

But only providing homes 
won't be enough, he added. 


“We have to show them 
how to live. We have to sup¬ 
port them,"" he said. 

Feehan noted the govern¬ 
ment is also improving hous¬ 
ing on reserve, by helping to 
fund green retrofit projects so 
people can install new svater 


healers, windows and doors. 

“ITiey can put solar panels 
on buildings and construct 
major utilities feeding back 
onto the grid," he said. “It 
improves lives and develops 
a relationship VkUth the larger 
economy."

First Nation 
optimistic 
on clean 
water plan 

Almost everyone on Frog Lake 
First Nations buys water — 
drinking from the tap is a 
no-go. 

“1 believe the tap water is 
tied to sickness in some of 
our members,” said Greg Des- 
jarlais, a councillor at Frog 
Lake First Nations, a com¬ 
munity east of Edmonton. 

"We need to come up with 
a solution." 

'l hat solution could lie in 
the province's plans to in¬ 
vest SlOO million to make 
drinking water clean and safe 
on ^Mberta First Nations, in 
partnership with the federal 
government. 

"We're prepared to work 
with any community that 
has identified a need," said 
Indigenous relations minister 
Richard Feehan. 

The issue affects First Na¬ 
tions across the province — 
many have boil-water advis¬ 
ories throughout the year, 
which means affected resi¬ 
dents must buy btittled water. 

“We're trying to move 
away from that," Feehan 
said, “and move to depend¬ 
able structural changes so 
everyone has clean and safe 
drinking water." 

Frog Lake is currently one 
of 13 First Nations in Alberta 
under a boil water advisory 
issued by Health Canada. 

"It's 2017," Dejarlais said. 
"1 like to believe safe, clean, 
healthy drinking water is a 
human right. 1 believe we 
should have that. It's our 
long-term goal." 

And there's an opportunity 
around the corner, he added. 

He said there are already 
preliminary plans to see a 
new water line go from Cold 
Lake to Bonnjwille. 

The line would also run 
through Frog Lake First Na¬ 
tions. 

"We think there could be 
a great opportunity for frog 
Lake to tie into that line," 
he said. "Working with the 
municipalities to make this 
project a success tvould be 
something lhat means a lot 
to us."

Rariginginageffomsixto 14, 
the group of youngsters initially 
hadn't shown any interest in 
hockey itself, but that is slowly 
changing ns they are becoming 
more exposed to the sport. 

There was this curiosrly about 
skating, because it w^as so new 
to them. They'd siiy they want 
to play hock)^, but had nes^er 
seen a game before." 

Al Khodr saw a Calgiuy^ Hit¬ 
men game and " that's when he 
w^is hooked," according to De- 
Jordy. Al Khodr said he would like 
to kam to play hockey' eventu- 
iilly, but like most of his friends, 
he prefers soccer. ‘'It's just for 
fun,'" he said. 

His younger brother, lO-year- 
old Mohamad, said he loves 
watching hockey because of 
how' “fast and fiin" it is, and is 
a new fan of the Calgary 1-liimes 
and Hitmen. He hopes to learn 
to play next year. 

Dejordy said the group are 
often the first on the ice and 
last off.

LAKE LOUISE 

Avalanche Canada says risk is still high

Days after two snowshoers 
died in iin avaliinche north 
of Lake Louise, Avalanche 
Canada is warning skiers, 
snows hoe rs and climbers to 
remain off the mountains in 
the area. 

According to a release on 
Sunday, avalanche risk is still 
very high in the Banff, Vbho 


and Kootenay areas, especial¬ 
ly at the alpine and above-tree 
levels. The size of avalanches 
is expected to range from 
large to very^ large. 

Officials at the Lake Louise 
Ski Resort are urging guests 
to stay writhin the resort 
boundaries. 

“It's definitely not safe," 
said communications director 
Dan Markham. “Everything 
within our boundaries is con¬ 
trolled by us, from an ava¬ 
lanche perspective, so it's safe 


for skiing and snowshoeing. 
But venturing off the prop¬ 
erty or into the back country 
is clearly not being advised 
by those agencies i|Parks and 
Avalanche Canada)." 

Last week, two American 
snowrshoerst a 32-year-old 
man and 32-year^jld woman, 
were caught in an avalanche 
on the slopes of Mount Hec¬ 
tor. The pair were reported 
missing on Tuesday, after fail- 
ing to check out of their ho¬ 
tel. Crews flew over the area 


in a helicopter, picking up 
two avalanche transceiv'er 
signals. 

Officials were finally able 
to search the area on Friday, 
after conducting avalanche 
control, and both the bodies 
were recovered. 

Over the next few days, 
the avalanche risk factor is 
expected to drop from 'high' 
to 'considerable," svhich still 
denotes dangenDus avalanche 
conditions. People are encour¬ 
aged to be cautious.

The ouEside world had a 
!itrange fiisciniition with the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Po¬ 
lice in the early-to-mid 1900s. 

Retired RCNff* officer A1 Lund 
has documented all of it in 
a collection of 9^000 books, 
uiiigaiines and comics gath¬ 
ered from around the world. 

They are now all on display 
in the Mounties on the Cover 
exhibition at the University 
of j'Mberta. 

“.Most of the early publica¬ 
tions featuring the mounted 
polite on the cover — and 
we're talking about a fiction¬ 
al illustration or artistic work 
— (show) the mounted police 


w^as a real hero like the Amer¬ 
ican cowboy in the States," 
Lund said. 

“And in Europe, the British 
got into it big time. Thousands 
of comics and books written 
about the mounted police in 
England." 

Lund says about 70 per cent 
of his collection conies from 
outside of Canada. 

He j{)ined the RCMP in 1960 
and bought his first book three 
years later. In 1967 he was sta¬ 
tioned in Buniaby and started 
scouring Van¬ 
couver book¬ 
stores for 
more Moun- 
tie-reJated 
materials. 

“tiv about 
1995 1 had 
about 3^000 
bchoks, maga¬ 
zines, comics, et cetera," he 
said. 

The Internet made acquir¬ 
ing the books infinitely easier, 
and his collection continued 
to grow. 

Some notable items include 


the King of the Mounted new^s- 
paper comic, which mn in the 
1940s, and pulp magazines 
written by .American author 
James Hendricks.“'rhey're al! 
my fav'ourites," said Lund, who 
specialized in collision recon- 
stmction and advanced driver 
training, and retired in 2012 
at age 71. 

He sard he was aniiized to 
see the U of A's exhibition and 
is glad that his collection will 
live on. The four-month exhib¬ 
ition launched Friday and mns 
for four months, 
after w^hich the 
materials will 
stay in the uni¬ 
versity's special 
collections li- 
braryt 

“I think that 
svas niy bottom- 
line wish foresTr. 
I didn't want to sell it and see 
it get taken apart, so 1 had to 
find a house,'’ Lund said. “I’m 
just so pleased that it's protect¬ 
ed, and it becomes a research 
item for people for generations 
to come."

You know^ who debates 
those issues? Your ftieudly lo¬ 
cal city council. 

This is why it is so import¬ 
ant to pay attention to muni¬ 


cipal elections. Vet many of 
us do not. 

A report released from the 
Uni^'ersity of Calgary^ School 
of Public tViiicy suggests that 
city councils tend to have 
long stretches with the same 
leadership, and councillors 
deal with fevi^ challengers 


for their seats. Unlike at the 
federal or provincial levels of 
government, with the excep¬ 
tion of Quebec, our munici- 
paJ politics are Dree of party 
politics. 

While this model oflers a 
Welcome break from parDsan- 
ship, the downside for wl- 


ers is that there isn't a clear 
indk'-dtor of what a candidate 
standii for in public policy. 

To parse whether or not 
someone is pro-business or 
against uixes, you have to 
actually go through voting 
records. 

For many people, it is also 


unclear what municipal gov¬ 
ernments do. 

Cities c‘aii have big effect 
on people’s heidth through 
things like health inspections 
and urban development, but 
health care itself is a prov¬ 
incial mandate. At the same 
time, there may be a minister 
of education for the province, 
but School boartl trustees, 
child-care progrtims and even 
city-run lifelong learning pro¬ 
grams all contribute to educa¬ 
tion, but are decided locaUy, 

Has this lack of clarity 
made us tune out? It looks 
like the answer is "yes." 

In Edmonton, there is an 
80 to 90 per cent chance 
that an incumbent will be 
re-elected if they run, and 
the avenige career-span of a 
councillor is in the lO-years- 
plus range. For the last two 
elections, Ben Henderson has 
run unopposed, or as in 2013, 
itgaiftsl a ragtag band Of mis¬ 
fits that inciudt^d a libertarian 
and a Green Party activist. 

Edmonton has 12 council¬ 
lors plus a mayor, and with 
the exception of two, Ed Gib¬ 
bons and Brian ^Ynderson, all 
current representatives have 


indicated they plan to run tor 
re-election. The rate ofikially 
starts on Nomination Day, on 
Sept, 18. 

The report doesn’t speak to 
whether or not these levels of 
stability best serve the public. 

However, recent delays 
in approval of dcvelopiuieiit 
projects, and a debate on the 
privatization of the drainage 
system tliat keeps getting 
pushed back aro all going to 
have a big impact on the city. 

They aren't sexy topics, 
and while local pa pel's con¬ 
tinue to provide updates, it's 
the more embaiTassing tran¬ 
sit and inffastiiLcture flubs 
that make national headlines 
and get the inost attention. 

In most respects, local gov¬ 
ernment is the closest to the 
people. 

It is also much easier to 
get a hold of a city council¬ 
lor than say, the premier or 
prime minister 

This is why, in an age of 
disti'actions and the latest 
dumb thing said by Donald 
Tmmp going viral, it is im- 
poilant to keep an eye on the 
people we elect to make the 
bu ses run on time.

Additional Ulx collected 
by G(b\ audits has increased al¬ 
most 45 per cent over the last six 
years from SS.7 billion in 2011- 
12 to $12.6 billion in 2015-16. 
More and more of these audits 
target large and multinational 
corporations, producing tax as¬ 
sessments that have more than 
doubled in the last three years 
from S6.1 billion in 2013-14 to 
a projected $13 billion this jear. 

In order to mme more quickly 
from investigation to prosecu¬ 
tion, in the last year 230 people 
have been added to the compli¬ 
ance department and lawyers 
are now^ being embedded in in¬ 
vestigating teams.

DONT REUSE PASSWORDS 

Many online break-ins re¬ 
sult when people have reused 
a password across, say, their 
email, social and financial ac¬ 
counts. If it's compromised at 
any one of those services, the 
others iuie suddenly vulnerable. 

One simple way to avoid this 
problem is to start with a base 
password you can remember, 
and then add on letters and 
numben that reference vi^here 


you're using it. 

STRONGER PASSWORD 

The more complicated and 
lengthy a password is, the 
harder it will be for hackers to 
guess. Don't include your kids' 
names, birthdays or references 
to any other personal details. 
Hackers rtjutinely search Face- 
book and Twitter for clues to 
passwords like these. Obvious 
and default passwords such as 
“Password! 2 3“ are also bad, as 
are words commonly found In 
dictionaries, as these are used 
in programs hackers have to- 
automate guesses.

Sam Schwarzkopf, u German 
neuroscientist at University 
College London, was startled to 
receive a letter from the British 
go^mment telling him that his 
application for peimainent resi¬ 
dence had been rejected and he 
should prepare to leave the LT.K 
y\s a Eunopean Union citizen, 
he is legal ly entitled to live in 
Britain, and last year's decision 
by U.K. ™ters to leave the 2S-na- 
tion bloc hasn't changed that. 
But he is one of hundreds of 


thousands of Europeans battling 
British bureaucracy to confirm 
their legal status. 

Schwarzkopf w^as trying to 
obtain a small blue card embla¬ 
zoned with the logo of Britain's 
Home Office and the words 
“U.IC residence documentation" 
for European nationals. 

Before last year's EU mem¬ 
bership referendum, most 
people didn't even knoxv the 
cards existed. Residents of EU 
nations can llw and work atrerss 


the bloc — no special visas or 
paperwork are needed for Euro¬ 
peans living in Britain. 

Ihat will change once Britain 
leaves the EU, after a two-year 
dfrorce process due to begin by 
March 31. But no one is sure 
exactly how. That leaves Euro¬ 
peans in Britain anxious, and 
gives the previously obscure 
residence cards neiv value as 
proof of immigrants' legal 
status.

"High-heels debate must be broadened’ 



In the U.K., theiuue of female staff being forced to wear high 
heels has also been hotty debated, the cai^adian press fi le 


Serveri clad in shnit skirts and 
stilettos could soon be a thing 
of the past, us British Colum¬ 
bia and Ontario take steps to 
ditch sexualized dress codes. 
But women in o ther industries 
am face unwritten expectations 
of hpstick and heels, say work¬ 
place equality experts. 

Researchers and human 
rights lawyers say a broader 
discussion is needed of the pres¬ 
sures fated by women to spend 
more time and money on their 
looks than men. Gender stereo¬ 
types tan permeate all kinds of 
workplaces^ including when it 
tomes to phji'sical appearance. 

"Women can be judged more 
harshly due to these pen/asive 
stereotypes " said Julie Nugent, 
sice-president and centre leiider 
at the Catalyst Research Centre 


for Corporate Practice, part of a 
multinational non-profit organ¬ 
ization. “When juu think about 
dress and physical appearance, 
women face higher standards in 
a lot of cases than men.'" 

Nugent said women lead¬ 
ers are often subject to what's 
known as the “Goldilocks sjm- 
drome^'“ where they’re per- 
cei%'ed as either too tough o-r 
too soft, but never “'just right." 
This also affects expectations 
for how tvomen dress, in which 
their looks are scturinized more 
than men's, she said. “Some¬ 
times that (facus on appearance) 
could even tike awtiy from a 
woman's abilities or her leader¬ 
ship style," she said. “That can 
be sort of white noise in the 
background." 

fi.C Premier Christy Clark re¬ 


cently voiced support fora pri¬ 
vate member’s bill that would 
have banned mandatory high 
heels in the workplace. But 
rather than piiss the bill, her 
government is looking for the 
most “effective way" to make 
the fix, which could include 
changes to regulations. 

The Ontario Human Rights 
Commission put forward a 
policy position hist jeitr making 
it clear that requiring female 
staff to wear high heels, low- 
cut tops or short skirts could 
violate the human rights code. 

But in the U.K., the issue huts 
also been debated in the con¬ 
text of professional workplaces. 
British lawmakers condemned 
sexist dress codes after Nic¬ 
ola I'horp complained that her 
employment agencj' required 


“regularly reapplied" make-up 
and shoes with at least a five- 
centimelre heel while she was 
working at a finance firm. 

Renu Mandhane, chief com¬ 
missioner of the Ontario Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission, said 
the issue comes up most often 
in restaurants and bars. 

“Often,svhen you're talking 
about offices and businesses, 
it's more about the implied 
expectation, rather than a for¬ 
malized dress code," she said. 

ihe said businesses can have 
a dress code as long as it’s not 
discriminatory^ by imposing dif¬ 
ferent or more onerous obligii- 
tions on women. 

"If women witnt to wear skin¬ 
ny jeans, that's totally fine, ft's 
about providing equivalent op¬ 
tions so that they don't feel they 


have to wear something they 
may not feel comfortable with." 

It’s important to recognize 
that men in certain industries 
probably feel equivalent pres¬ 
sure to look credible for their 
roles, said Karen Craiggs-Wilne, 
a gender consultant. 

“But that gender division. 


w^here wome n are taking time 
to put on makeup and do their 
hair and spend an extra hour 
in the momingjust tt? be ready 
for the mle before they're even 
judged on the work, I think is 
part of a broader issue of dis¬ 
crimination."

HOW TO START 

Today, occupational therapists are required 
to have a master’s degree in the field, and 
complete a minimum of 1,000 hours of 
clinical work. Schools across the coun¬ 
try, including the University of Toronlo, 
Dalhousie, the University of Alberta and 
the Univei'sity of British Columbia, offer 
programs. There, students learn theoretical 
practices of occupational therapy — how 
different factors in life, such as a person's 
immediate environment, work or even per¬ 
sonal relationships, might influence their 
health — as well as do hands-on clinical 
placements, where they put their learning 
to use. After university, prospective ther¬ 
apists must lake a certification exam by 
the Canadian Association of Occupational 
Therapists to be allowed to practice, 

WHERE YOU CAN GO 

Occupational therapists work vinth people 
of all ages with physical or mental health 
issues. As a result, there are opportunities to 
work in hospitals and private clinics across 
the country, as well as schools, long-term 
care facilities (like nursing homes'), and in 
private homes. There are opportunities to 
work with govfemmenls in all major cities 
(to advise on areas like disability accessibil¬ 
ity, health planning and rehab programs). 
Many businesses also work with occupation¬ 
al therapists to develop plans for safe and 
healthy svork environments.
